Nearby was a crater 15 
feet Across and ten feet deep, where 
a larj^efboinb fell on^the nurses* quar- 
ters-^ '^Crippled witfiSsnrapnel bomb 
fragments, those wiio witnessed the 
attaelc told me: they never had seen 
anything so wonderful as the courage 
of~ women during, the raid whicn be- 
gan at 10'20 p. "ml and lasted for two 
hours. Dugouts were provided for 
them^in case of danger, but none de- 
serted the patients. 
• Many of these latter were very bad 
cases of horrible 
compound frac- 


tures, with onen^wounds, necessitating 
suspension in harnesses. Other poor 
chaps were strapped in- bed in order 
that their bones would knit straight.

•extremely dangerous. 


Throughout two solid hours, while 


an endless chain of German bombers 
sailed across the hospital area, drop- 
ping high explosives on the helpless 
victims below, women went*smilmglv 
from one critical case to-another.

NEW SUGAR RULING. 


Grocers -should not permijt persons 


to take-undue-advantage of -the new 
sugar ruling ;which. makes it possible 
for housewives to get all the 'sugar 
they need for preserving and canning. 
Under this rule the-housewive must 
make affidavit that, she mil need a 
certain amount of sugar fot..the can- 
ning season and she promises to re- 
turn to the grocer faU the sugar she 
does not use. This iriust be done. The 
grocer in turn should not give the 
housewife her entire season's supply 
of sugar at one time, but should give 
her only-thirty days' supply at a time. 
There is a strict, rule against advertis- 
ing sugar or in any -way.encouraging- 
the -.sale of - sugar. - The 
committee 


construes this to mean that a grocer 
must not personally solicit the sale^ of 
•sugar. It has come to the attention 
of the committee that one.grocer In 
one of ffie smaller towns of the coun- 
ty has been soliciting the sale of su- 
gar. He has.been ordered to discon- 
tinue this practice. .All sugar affi- 
davits are placed on file in Adminis- 
trator Croxton's office.
